U.K. Trade with EFTA Countries - 6 (Concluded) 





An Expanding Danish Market for a Wide Range 
of Industrial Goods 


By A. H. Ballantyne, H.M. Councillor (Commercial) and 
Consul-General at Copenhagen 


ENMARK’S MEMBERSHIP of EFTA means enlarged access 
1): the Danish market for a wide range of foreign industrial 

goods and also a first instalment of tariff reductions for an even 
wider range of such goods in the case of products of the United King- 
dom and other EFTA countries. The larger market is the result of the 
relaxation of the Danish import quota restrictions in accordance with 
the Stockholm Convention. A great improvement results from the 
liberalization of imports, as from March 1, 1960, of many goods 
which were formerly under import quota. Some of these, that seem 
to offer the most scope for our exports, are set out in the first list at 
the end of this article (page 292). 


A further advance lies in the fact that import quotas have now been 
established for goods which it was practically impossible to import 
into Denmark before, and also that a number of quotas which were 
negligible in size have been greatly increased. Such circumstances 
apply in the case of the commodities set out in the second list at the 
end of this article (page 292). In addition, in the case of goods for 
which import quotas already existed before, the quotas have been 
enlarged by at least 20 per cent. Many of these have been under 
pressure and their enlargement will result in greater imports. This is 
not likely to help newcomers to the market, however, as the established 
importers will in most cases obtain the additional import licences and 
will use them to order from their customary sources of supply. 


The values of Danish import quotas are not published, but it is 
usually possible for an exporter to find out from his agent in Denmark 
what is the value of the annual quota covering his particular com- 
modity. In accordance with the Stockholm Convention all quotas 
have to be increased progressively ver the transitional period so that 
the import of the goods affected is completely liberalized not later 
than the end of 1969. This provision gives exporters the assurance of a 
continuously increasing scope for their sales. It should be remembered, 
however, that neither the new quotas for previously unimportable 
goods nor the enlarged old quotas are limited to imports from EFTA 
countries; they are available for imports from all countries in the 


sterling and dollar areas and the area of the European Monetary 
Agreement. 


The tariff advantages referred to above, for exporters in the United 
Kingdom and other EFTA countries have come into being as a 
result not of new import quota arrangements, but of the EFTA 
customs tariff reductions. As is well known, the Danish customs 
tariffs on industrial imports from the United Kingdom and other 
EFTA countries were lowered by 20 per cent. on July 1, 1960, and 
are due to be lowered again periodically until they become ‘completely 
eliminated by the end of 1969. Although is a 
country and the tariffs on many commodities are so low that these 
reductions will give us no more than a marginal advantage over our 
competitors outside the EFTA, a number of tariffs were raised on 
March 1, 1960, and there are cases such as the following where we 
obtain appreciable advantages. The figures below indicate the per- 
centage ad valorem tariff on imports from EFTA countries, with the 
tariff on imports from elsewhere in brackets. The Brussels nomen- 
clature number is given before each item.

The exporter who is turning his attention to Denmark for the first 
time will want to ask whether there is an outlet for his products. 
If he is selling something which Denmark did not previously import 
but which is now importable under the newly created quotas, or if 
he is selling something quite new, of a kind which has not been put 
on the market before, he should write to the Commercial Department 
of the British Embassy in Copenhagen, giving a description and 
prices, together with samples when appropriate. Otherwise he should 
inquire of the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, as 
reports on the market prospects for most standard lines have already 
been sent to the Branch. A blank request for a list of goods ‘that will 
sell’ in Denmark cannot be answered satisfactorily. The Commercial 
Department tries to interest local traders, and, when successful, 
gives the United Kingdom exporter one or more names of local firms

with whom there appear to be possibilities of doing business. If, 
however, the exporter does not obtain satisfaction by correspondence 
with these initial contacts, he should not hesitate to make the short 
journey to Denmark and visit them. It is impossible to over-emphasize 
the value of personal visits by senior representatives in establishing an 
interest in the market and in the creation of goodwill generally. 
There is no British Chamber of Commerce in Denmark, but there is a 
British Import Union, which performs some of the functions of one 
and to which many firms in Denmark who import from Britain belong. 
Some United Kingdom firms also are members; Its address is ‘Borsen,’ 
Copenhagen and United Kingdom exporters might find advantage in 
joining it or having their representatives in Denmark join it. 


Agents and Trade Literature 


All importers and agents in the country can correspond in English. 
A United Kingdom’s exporters representative in Denmarks hould be 
Danish or British rather than someone from another part of Scandinavia. 
Trade literature is usually best in Danish; the text should be drafted 
in the United Kingdom and sent to the local representative here to be 
edited and put into idiomatic language. On some articles, however, 
e.g. certain foodstuffs, beverages and other small consumer goods, 
an English text may be useful because it stimulates interest, but in 
this case a Danish text or a summary in Danish should usually be 
added as well. In all quotations and correspondence the metric system 
should be used, and Danish currency, i.e. kroner and ore, should be 
used for price quotations, so as to enable the agent or importer to 
see at a glance what he has to pay and to estimate his profit or com- 
mission. Unless the Danish agent wishes to arrange for freight, 
quotations should be c.1.f. Danish port, and this need not necessarily 
mean Copenhagen, but may vary according to the location of the 
customer. 

Credit terms offered by United Kingdom exporters vary widely, 
but the terms most commonly offered are ‘free month, thirty days 2}., 
That is to say the month during which the goods are delivered is 
‘free’ (whether they be delivered on the first or the last day of the 
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month) and a further month is allowed during which a payment 


- discount of 24 per cent. is granted. The thirty day period is often 


extended to sixty and sometimes ninety days. Certainly buyers in Den- 
mark wish to see such an extension. There is no reason to suppose, 
however, that United Kingdom exporters offer terms in any way 
inferior to those offered by their competitors. 


There is no unemployment among good agents and an exporter 
may well lose his agent if he does not give him active support. Danish 
agents expect rather higher rates of commission than would be con- 
sidered normal in a large market. When the exporter has found a 
buyer or an agent, he should maintain and strengthen the connection, 
preferably by periodical personal visits. The Commercial Department 
of the British Embassy in Copenhagen receives many inquiries every 
day from United Kingdom firms and a lot of these lead to business. 
On the other hand, our share in Denmark’s total imports has been 
declining during recent years. This can only mean that, while new 
business is visibly being created, old business and potential business 
are invisibly being lost. Evidence that this is so comes periodically 
from local importers, who tell us quite often that their suppliers in 
the United Kingdom have been neglecting them in one way or another. 
Sometimes the suppliers have found more lucrative markets elsewhere 
and have consequently allowed their attention to wander from 
Denmark. Other familiar complaints from local importers, which 
have been heard continuously for a number of years now, concern 
failure to observe quoted delivery dates and unwillingness. to adapt 
products to the requirements of the Danish market. 


Studying the Market 

In various cases, for example in that of textiles, the Danes want a 
design quite different from the British, but similar to what the Swedes 
and Norwegians want. A United Kingdom exporter, in designing a 
product for Denmark, could thus often attract a market in the rest 
of Scandinavia as well. While it is understandable that certain large 
manufacturers in the United Kingdom do not find it worth while to

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produce something socal a for Scandinavia, to do so would seem to 
merit consideration by smaller firms whose exports are limited to only 
a few overseas markets. Furthermore, the complaint is still heard 
that some United Kingdom firms do not answer letters. A reply, 
even though negative and stereotyped in form, can save the loss of 
future business. 

The Danish market needs to be taken seriously and treated as a 
long term investment. It is not a get-rich-quick market and vast 
new openings do not appear overnight. But it is a stable and steadily 
 tatobing market which can be built on. It does not have en

Some Facts

e408 endllion in 1958, £569 million in 1959 and £213 million in the 
four months of 1960. The volume of imports in 1958 was nearly 
per cent. greater than in 1957, and the continued expansion of the 
ah in 1959 necessitated a further rise of 21 per cent. (excluding 
ships and aircraft), while in the first quarter of 1960 the volume was 
more than 25 per cent. greater than a year earlier. This accelerating 
increase in imports has been due to special causes, however, and is 
likely to be moderated soon. The increase in 1959 embraced all 
commodities except fuels, and processed metals (other than 
machinery and equipment). rts of machinery were up by 36 per 
cent., of transport equipment by 25 per cent., of base metals and 
chemicals by 33 per cent. and of textiles by 25 per cent. Motor vehicle 
imports, parts, were nearly 40 per cent. higher in value. 
Of the total imports in 1959, £121 million worth were bought from 
the United Kingdom, representing £27 worth per head of the popula- 
tion of Denmark. Since the beginning of March, 1960, Denmark’s 
import liberalization has been 95 per cent. (on a 1948 basis) for goods 
from O.E.E.C. countries and 97 per cent. (on a 1953 basis) for goods 
from the dollar area. The import quotas which are described above 
and are now in force have a total value £24 million higher than last 
year’s quotas. 

It will be clear from this that the Danish market is buoyant and 
expanding and that the United Kingdom has a big stake in it. The 
EFTA now offers us the possibility of increasing this stake. The 
fruits of greater trade can be had by those who come and grasp them.

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Ministers Meeting on O.E.E.C. Re-organisation 


MINISTERS REPRESENTING the eighteen O.E.E.C. countries, the 
United States and Canada, and Representatives of the European 
Communities met in Paris on July 22 and 23 to discuss the Draft 
Convention for a re-organized O.E.E.C. which had been drawn up by 
a representative working party. The Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
the President of the Board of Trade represented the United Kingdom 
at the meeting. 


The Ministers appointed Mr. Thorkil Kristensen as Secretary- 
General Designate of the Organization for Economic Co-operation 
and Development). They decided to establish a Preparatory Com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Mr. Kristensen to complete the 
Draft Convention, to complete the review of the Acts of the O.E.E.C., 
and to define the structure and functions of the re-constituted 
organization. The Preparatory Committee is charged with the 
preparation of a report on its work by November 10, 1960, and it is 
expected that a ministerial meeting will be held to consider its report 
and reach agreement on the provisions of the Convention before the 
end of 1960. 


Ministers also agreed on the setting up of a Trade Committee 
within O.E.C.D., which inter alia would take over any remaining 
work of the Special Trade Committee set up in January 1960. 


Note: The text of the resolutions adopted at the meeting will be 
published next week. 


National Income and Expenditure in the First 
Quarter of 1960 


THE JULY issue of ‘Economic Trends’ contains an article prepared 
by the Central Statistical Office which presents estimates of national 
income and expenditure for the first quarter of 1960, together with 
comparable figures for earlier periods. The figures are the same as the 
more detailed estimates which will appear in the National Income Blue 
Book for 1960. Some of the main points are given below: 


Expenditure and output 


Allowing roughly for seasonal variations total final expenditure at 
1954 prices was about 3 per cent. higher in the first quarter of 1960 
than in the fourth quarter of 1959. This resulted from more or less 
equal proportional rises in all the main components of expenditure. 
It appears that the rates of increase of the different components did 
not change much in the preceding twelve months except for con- 
sumers’ expenditure which was rising more sharply at the beginning 
of 1960 than a year earlier. 


To meet the rise in expenditure the gross domestic product also 
rose by about 3 per cent. between the fourth quarter of 1959 and the 
first quarter of 1960; this is a faster rate of increase than was occurring 
a year earlier. 


Factor incomes 


Total domestic incomes before providing for depreciation and 
stock appreciation rose by 2 per cent., seasonally adjusted (3 per cent. 
after providing for stock appreciation) between the fourth quarter of 
1959 and the first quarter of 1060. Income from employment rose by 
1 per cent., company profits by 4 per cent. and income from rent and 
self-employment by 2 per cent. 


Personal income, expenditure and saving 


Personal income rose by 2 per cent., seasonally adjusted, between 
the fourth quarter of 1959 and the first quarter of 1960. Wages and 
salaries rose by 1 per cent. and personal income from rent, dividends, 
interest and self-employment by 4 per cent. The deductions from 
personal income did not change far out of line with income so that 
personal disposable income also rose by 2 per cent. Consumers’ 
expenditure also rose by 2 per cent. and personal savings, therefore, 
were little changed. The rise of 2 per cent. in consumers’ expenditure 
consisted mainly of rises of 3 per cent. in expenditure on food and 
5 per cent. in expenditure on housing, fuel and light. 


Gross fixed capital formation 
Gross fixed capital formation rose by 3 per cent., seasonally 
adjusted, between the fourth quarter of 1959 and the first quarter of 
1960; public investment was slightly down but private investment 
rose sharply.

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E.C.G.D. Business in Second Quarter 1960 


BUSINESS DECLARED under Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment ‘commercial’ insurances during the second quarter of 1960 
was a record for this quarter, though below the all-time record of 
the previous quarter. {161-6 million was declared as shipped, com- 
pared with £178-9 million in the previous quarter and £155:2 million 
in the second quarter of 1959. 

The number and face value of short-term policies current at the 
end of the quarter — 4,996 policies for a total of £673-6 million — were 
an all-time record. The new short-term policies included three 
valued each at one million pounds or over. 

Medium term policies issued during the quarter amounted to 
£39-3 million compared with £20-2 million for the previous quarter; 
they included contracts for tyre machinery; chemical plant, paper- 
making machinery and power-station equipment. 

The number of short-term policies current at the end of the second 
quarter of 1960 was 4,996 compared with 4,920 at the beginning of the 
quarter, and 4,669 at the end of the corresponding quarter last year. 

The face value of short-term policies current at the end of the 
quarter was {673-6 million, compared with £650-9 million at the 
beginning of the quarter and £631-6 million at the end of the corres- 
ponding quarter last year. 

New medium-term business to the face value of £39-3 million was 
transacted during the quarter, compared with £20-2 million in the 
“espa quarter and £34-0 million in the corresponding quarter 

ast year. 

The gross value of all short-term and medium-term insured business 
(including external trade) declared as shipped during the quarter 
amounted to {161-6 million, compared with £178-9 million in the 
previous quarter and £155:2 million in the corresponding quarter 
last year.

NUM Report Increased Export Interest by Smaller 
Firms 


THE NATIONAL UNION OF MANUFACTURERS reports a signifi- 
cant growth of interest in exports, particularly among the smaller 
firms, since the Prime Minister’s speech at Church House on July 18. 
The National Union’s Export Advisory Department, which is regu- 
larly engaged in helping and advising exporters and would-be ex- 
porters, has received a considerable volume of new business, both 
from firms which have not previously ventured into the export market 
and from firms which are already exporting successfully to some 
markets and wish to extend their activities to others. 


An unusual volume of inquiries has also been received from firms 
and organizations which offer complete export sales service, and are 
seeking introductions to new exporters. Introductions of this sort are 
an important part of the Department’s work. The smaller manufac- 
turer, it is pointed out, is often not staffed or qualified to conduct his 
own export sales, particularly when he first ventures into an overseas 
market, and is therefore well advised to begin by using the services of 
specialists. Later, when his product has begun to establish itself in the 
new market, direct and personal contact with the market becomes a 
necessity, and help is then needed in fresh directions.

Northern Ireland Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL Index of Industrial Production in Northern 
Ireland for May 1960, prepared by the Ministry of Commerce, was 
124. This is one point higher than the revised index for April 1960 
and 4 points higher than the index for May 1959. Clothing at 141 was 
24 points higher than in May 1959, and textiles at 103 was 8 points 
higher. The index numbers for the other main industrial groups in 
May 1960 (the number of points higher or lower than in May 1959 
are shown in brackets) were: engineering and metals 124 (+2); 
food, drink and tobacco 156 (+2); other manufacturing industries 
123 (+8); gas, electricity and water 117 (+-5); construction 117 (—10). 


Forest Products Research Report 


INCREASED RESEARCH on home-grown timber for the Forestry 
Commission features among the work of the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory. In fact, it is pointed out in the Laboratory’s Annual 
Report, entitled ‘Forest Products Research, 1959” published for the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research on July 29, that the 
Commission considers that its research requirements are likely to 
increase even more during the next few years.

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Imports of Cotton, Linen and Man-made Fibre 
Goods from China 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce by Notice to Importers No. 950, 
dated July 29, 1960, that the licensing arrangements for imports of 
certain textile manufactures from China as set out in Notice to 
Importers No. 909 dated July 22, 1959, will continue for a further 
year with the following modifications: (a) imports of embroidered 
linen handkerchiefs will be licensed freely outside the quota, and 
(b) separate provision, referred to below, is being made for gloves. 


The present quota therefore covers all manufactures wholly or 
mainly of cotton, linen or man-made fibres, or mixtures thereof, 


other than: 


(a) Yarns, threads and fabrics; 

(t+) Stockings, socks and footwear; 

(c) Carpets, rugs, mats and other floor coverings; 

(d) Lace and lace net, and any article containing lace or lace net; 

(e) Gloves and embroidered linen handkerchiefs. 

Licences will be issued, on application, to traders who held licences 
under the provisions of Notice to Importers No. 909 and will be 
proportional to those licences. 

As an interim measure pending the establishment of a quota in 
1961 covering gloves of all types, a quota of £25,000 for gloves of 
cotton, linen or man-made fibres (or mixtures thereof) has been set 
up for the period up to December 31, 1960. Importers are asked to 
inform the Tariff and Import Policy Division of the value of gloves 
of these descriptions imported against licences issued under the terms 
of Notice to Importers No. 909. 

Applications for licences should be made on form I.L.B./A or 
T.I.P./A and be sent to reach the Board of Trade, Tariff and Import 
Policy Division, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, by 
August 8, 1960. Page 1 of the application form should be completed 
and page 2 left blank; on page 3 and copies, the applicant’s name, full 
postal address and reference number and the countries of consign- 
ment (China or Hong Kong) and of origin (China) should be inserted. 

Licences will permit consignment from either China or Hong Kong 


and will be valid until July 31, 1961.

BoT Land Licences No Longer Required 


THE BOARD OF TRADE wish to draw the attention of all companies 
to the fact that Section 38 of the Charities Act, 1960 (which received 
the Royal Assent on July 29, 1960) repealed the Law of Mortmain 
and Section 14 of the Companies Act, 1948. As a consequence it will 
no longer be necessary for companies to apply to the Board of Trade 
for licences to hold land. 


Section 14 (1) of the Companies Act, 1948, provided that a com- 
pany incorporated under the Act had power to hold lands in any part 
of the United Kingdom without licence in mortmain. 


Special provisions were applied however to companies formed for 
the purpose of proraoting art, science, religion, charity or any other 
like object not involving the acquisition of gain by the company or 
by its individual members. Such companies were not permitted, 
without a licence from the Board of Trade, to hold more than two acres 


of land. 
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Further Analyses of Retail Shops 


NE SHOP IN THREE has no paid employees. Two shops in 
QO three take less than £10,000 a year. Only one shop in ten has a 

turnover of more than £25,000 a year, but these large shops take 
half of all retail takings. These are some of the facts about Britain’s 
shops that are shown in the following tables. The figures are based 
on the most recent analyses derived from the Board of Trade’s last 
sample census of shops which related to 1957. The next census, 
covering all shops, is to be taken in 1962. 


The size of shops is commonly measured by amount of turnover or 
number of persons engaged. This article presents a summary of some 
analyses made using both these measures, and comparing independent 
shops with co-operatives and multiples. There is also an analysis of 
shops and their sales by the legal status of the owner and a summary 
of an experiment in distinguishing sales made in the main shopping 
centres within towns. 


More detailed versions of the size analyses have been prepared by 
kind of business within each form of organization. Limitations of 
space preclude their being reproduced here in full, and some of the 
more detailed figures are subject to appreciable sampling errors. 
They can, however, be made available on application to the Chief 
Statistician, Census Office, Board of Trade, Lime Grove, Eastcote, 
Ruislip, Middlesex. (Like all such special analyses they will be made 
available for the private use only of the person or organization to 
whom they are supplied, and a charge will be made as a contribution 
to the cost of preparing them). 


Size of Turnover 


Of the 570,000 shops in Great Britain nearly one in five had an 
annual turnover in 1957 of less than £2,500 and another fifth had 
turnovers of between £2,500 and £5,000; a quarter had turnovers from 
£5,000 to £10,000; and another quarter had turnovers between 
£10,000 and £25,000. Only one shop in ten had an annual turnover

of more than £25,000, but between them these large shops accounted 
for a half of all retail sales. 


On average, for every hundred shops 85 were independent, 10 were 
multiples and 5 were co-operatives. The distribution was very much 
different for shops with a turnover of £25,000 or more: among these 
only 49 per cent. were independents, 33 per cent. were multiples 
and 18 per cent. were co-operatives. This distribution is not dissimilar 
to the distribution of their turnover: for, of the total sales made by these 
larger shops, independents accounted for 46 per cent., multiples for 
36 per cent. and co-operatives for 18 per cent. : 

By contrast, for the other half of retail sales which was shared by 
the nine out of ten shops with annual takings of less than £25,000, 
independents accounted for 81 per cent., multiples for 13 per cent., and 
co-operatives, again, for about half the share of multiples (6 per cent.). 
Among these smaller shops 88 out of a hundred were independents, 
8 were multiples and 4 were co-operatives, their average turnovers 
being £6,950, £12,200 and £11,600 respectively. 

The much lower average for independents reflects, of course, the 
presence among them of many very small businesses. This feature is 
emphasized in Table 1 which shows 43 per cent. of independents

having a turnover of less than £5,000, whereas not more than 10 per 
cent. of multiple or co-operative shops had takings as low as this. 


Naturally the size of shops varies very much from one kind of 
business to another. This is shown by Table 2 which gives the per- 
centage distribution of shops and their sales, when grouped by size 
of turnover, for different kinds of business. 


Shops with a low turnover account for a high proportion of the 
shops in most kinds of business. Establishments with a turnover of 
less than £5,000, for example, accounted for a half or more of all 
greengrocers and fruiterers; women’s wear, drapery and general 
clothing shops; cycle and perambulator shops; ironmongers and 
hardware shops; booksellers and stationers; and jewellery, leather 
and sports goods shops. Only among dairymen (including roundsmen’s 
depots); butchers; men’s wear shops; radio and electrical dealers; 
chemists; and, of course, department stores and variety and other 
‘general stores, were shops with a turnover of more than £10,000 more 
numerous than smaller shops. Yet in no kind of business except 
greengrocers and fruiterers did establishments with less than £10,000 
turnover account for nearly as much as a half of all sales. 


Numbers Engaged 


Of just over 2} million people working in retail establishments 
covered by the 1957 census of distribution, nearly 2 million were paid 
employees and the others proprietors and members of their families 
and friends working in the business for no fixed remuneration. Of the 
proprietors and members of their families, 270,000 did not work with 
paid employees and 320,000 did. In Table 3 shops with paid employees 
are distinguished from those with none. 


The figures for persons engaged refer to all persons who worked 
in the business in the week ended October 26, 1957, including those 
temporarily absent through sickness or holidays. 


Part-time workers have been counted as the equivalent of full- 
time workers for the purpose of the analysis by numbers of persons 
engaged, but separate figures for the number of part-time employees, 
both paid and unpaid, are available. Persons engaged full-time include 
all those who normally worked for 30 or more hours a week. One other 
technical point needs some explanation: in Table 3 shops with ‘0 or 1 
persons engaged’ include certain establishments not open in the 
week ended October 26, 1957, which were reported as having no 
persons engaged. Most shops not open in that week gave figures for an 
alternative week, but those that did not are included in the category 
‘0 to 1’ whatever their appropriate size. The number of shops involved 
is quite small, but the point needs to be borne in mind, particularly 
in comparing the ‘0 to 1’ category with others for such items as sales 
per person engaged. 

One shop in three had no paid employees and more than 99 per 
cent. of these purely family businesses had no more than three 
persons engaged in each shop: 57 per cent. of them had only one 
person engaged and 39 per cent. had only two. In total the shops 
that had no paid employees accounted for 8 per cent. of retail sales 
and 11 per cent. of the persons engaged. 


Table 3 also shows how the paid employees were distributed in 
each size of shop. A half of them worked in the 38,000 shops that had 
ten or more persons engaged (including working proprietors, etc.). 
The other half worked in 353,000 establishments with fewer than ten 
persons engaged. A quarter of paid employees worked in shops with 
fewer than five persons engaged. 

Two interesting features of this summary analysis are, first, the 
marked difference in turnover per head between businesses with and 
without paid employees, and secondly, the relatively uniform level it 
shows for average sales per head in shops of various sizes. 


Turnover per head in shops with no employees was on average

£2,400 a year. In shops with employees it was £3,110 or very nearly 
30 per cent. more. 


In shops with no paid employees there was little difference in 
average sales per head between shops with one person engaged 
(£2,400) and shops with two persons engaged (£2,480), though in the 
relatively few shops with three or more persons engaged sales per 
head were appreciably lower (£2,000). 


Average sales per head in shops with paid employees displayed 
quite a remarkable stability between each size of shop with the excep- 
tion of the smallest category where, as explained above, certain 
technical factors prevail. Excluding the smallest category (with 0 or 1 
person engaged) average annual sales per head (to the nearest £10) 
ranged only from a minimum of £2,990 in shops with 10 to 24 persons 
engaged to £3,190 in shops with two persons and 50 to 99 persons 
engaged and showed no discernable trend at all. Starting with shops 
with two persons engaged, the average sales per head figures were: 
£3,190; £3,060; £3,160; £3,110; £3,110; £2,990; £3,130; £3,190 
and £3,090 for each size-group shown in Table 3. It would obviously 
be interesting to study these results in much more detail, for instance, 
for each kind of business separately and with varying assumptions 
about the full-time equivalent of part-time workers. But part of the 
price to be paid for having only a sample census is that when detailed 
cross-analyses are made the figures are subject to very large sampling 
errors which preclude valid comparisons being made. 


‘Legal Status 


The analysis in Table 4 of shops and their sales by the legal 
status of the owner shows that in 1957 three-quarters of all shops were 
run as unincorporated businesses by individual persons or partners. 
Not surprisingly a negligible percentage of multiple shops traded as 
unincorporated businesses. A fifth of all shops were owned by com- 
panies and five per cent. by co-operatives. Among independents only 
one shop in ten was operated by a limited company. 

Over two-fifths of retail sales were made by unincorporated busi- 
nesses and a fifth by independents trading as companies. Just under

two-fifths of sales were by multiple stores and co-operatives in the 
ratio of two to one referred to above. 


Unincorporated retail businesses had an average annual turnover 
of £7,700. Incorporated retail businesses were about four times as 
large in terms of turnover, but there was very little difference on 
average between independent shops operated by companies, multiples 
and co-operatives, the average turnover per shop for each being 
£32,000, £32,000 and £31,000 respectively. 


Trade in Main Shopping Centres 


In considering plans for the Census of Distribution and Other 
Services which is to be taken in 1962 in respect of the year 1961, the 
Board of Trade have been studying the possibility of distinguishing 
in the area analyses of retail trade sales in the main shopping centres 
within towns. In order to assess the practicability of identifying and 
compiling data for shopping centres, a field study has recently been 
carried out in six towns of varied type — Nottingham, Doncaster, 
Gloucester, Torquay, High Wycombe and Ashford, Kent. Shopping 
areas were de-limited by staff of the Board of Trade Census Office and 
for each town except Nottingham the returns made by traders in these 
areas for the 1957 Census of Distribution were specially compiled. 
For Nottingham it was necessary to use 1950 Census as only a 
sample of shops was covered there in 1957. It was thought that even for 
these few towns, the results obtained were of sufficient interest to be 
worth publishing, and the main results are summarised in Tables 
5 and 6. 


What the field survey attempted was to identify and de-limit 
shopping areas in the centre of towns, characterised by the presence 
of large retailers which attract shoppers from a wide area. This drawing 
power is exerted largely through the availability of a wide choice of 
suppliers of goods which are not purchased every day, such as clothi 
and furniture. And, even though most food is bought locally, the 
existence of large shopping crowds in town centres has en 
the growth there of multiple grocers and super-markets, especially in 
the smaller towns. While in London and the other conurbations and 
in some other large towns there are major shopping areas away from 
town centres, in general the central shopping area accounts for the bulk 
of sales. 


No precise method exists for defining shopping areas. Determining 
the limits of these areas must be to some degree a matter of judgment. 
But in the six towns examined by Census Office staff there was gener-

ally little difficulty in deciding these limits, which normally occur 
where shops give way to residential property, or where lines of shops 
thin out and become interspersed with private dwellings; where this 
occurred, the limit was taken where the ratio of shops to all properties 
fell below one in three. 


The precise form in which to present data on shopping areas 
in the 1961 Census of Distribution is not yet settled, but the kind of 
information which would be available is shown in the tables. The most 
notable feature of the figures is that in towns other than Nottingham, 
the proportion of trade handled in the central shopping area was very 
similar — about two-thirds of the whole. The main reason for the 
difference in Nottingham is its size, the largest towns having more of 
their trade in subsidiary shopping areas. In addition, a small part of 
the difference is due to the use of 1950 figures for Nottingham; the 
end of rationing and the growth of consumer spending led to some 
swing in trade to town centres. 


The similarity of pattern holds to some extent in relation to broad 
kinds of business, except in Nottingham, as shown by Table 6. 
Information cannot be published in great detail by kind of business 
since relatively few retailers of, say, durable goods are found away 
from the centre in smaller towns, so that if figures for sales in the town 
centres were published, deductions might be made about the trade of 
individual firms.

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NOTES 


(1) Retail Establishments. The figures in this article relate only to 
retail establishments (referred to for short as shops) from which the 
actual selling of goods takes place. Particulars of the central offices 
and warehouses of multiple organizations and co-operative societies, 
which are shown separately in the published Report, are excluded. 
A retail establishment is any separate retail selling point — in addition 
to ordinary retail shops the term covers market stalls, kiosks in 
cinemas, mail order houses, distributing depots from which roundsmen 
work, travelling shops and credit traders working a round. Hawkers, 
pedlars and other itinerant traders are, like mobile shops, each in- 
cluded as a retail establishment. 

(2) Form of Organization. This term is used to distinguish co- 
operative societies from other organizations and to distinguish 
between organizations having 10 or more branches (referred to in this 
article as ‘multiple retailers’) and those having fewer than 10 branches 
(referred to as ‘independents’). In arriving at the number of establish- 
ments no account is taken of any central office or warehouse or any 
wholesale establishments operated by the organization, but only of the 
number of retail and other establishments serving the general public. 

(3) Turnover. This means the total trading receipts during the 
year; it includes sales of goods (inclusive of purchase tax), and receipts 
from sales of meals and refreshments and from repairs and other 
services provided, after deductions of discounts, credits and deferred 
rebates allowed to customers. Dividends paid by co-operative 
societies have not been deducted from turnover. It includes receipts 
from goods supplied under the National Health Service and the 
National Milk and Milk in Schools schemes. Traders were asked to 
include credit and hire purchase transactions originated during the 
year at their cash value plus any charge for credit. The turnover of a 
retailer operating a sub-post office includes the gross remuneration 
received in respect of this work without the deduction of disburse- 
ments. 

(4) Persons Engaged. Includes all persons who worked in the 
business in the week ended October 26, 1957, including those tem- 
porarily absent through sickness or holidays. All working proprietors 
and members of the owner’s family who worked in the business are 
included as well as paid employees. Directors paid by fee only are 
excluded. Part-time workers are included, however short the period 
for which they worked during the week. 

(5) Rounding of Figures. In tables where figures have been 
rounded to the nearest final digit, there may be an apparent slight 


discrepancy between the sum of the constituent items and the total 
as shown. 





Film Exhibitors’ Licences 


THE NEXT FILM exhibitor’s licence will cover a period of fifteen 
months from October 1, 1960, to December 31, 1961, instead of the 
normal twelve monthly period and will cost proportionately more, 
i.e. 5 guineas as against the present twelve monthly fee of 4 guineas. 
This change is given effect by a new statutory Instrument, the Cine- 
matograph Films (Exhibitors) Regulations, 1960, which also makes 
provision for the issue of quarterly licences costing £1. 5s. 0d. Applica- 
tion forms for licences will shortly be sent to all exhibitors. 

The Regulations also set out the detail in which records and 
returns of films exhibited have to be made. The chief change is that 
from October 1, the playing time of supporting programme films will 
have to be recorded and not the length in feet.

These changes are made in accordance with the provisions of the 
Cinematograph Films Act, 1960.

THE SERIES OF STATISTICS of food consumption in the United 
Kingdom are continued below up to the end of 1959. Figures for the 
pre-war period and for 1956, 1957 and 1958 are included for com- 
parison. Previous figures in this series were published in the Board 
of Trade Journal of September 11, 1959. 


The figures are calculated according to the methods devised and 
used by the Special Joint Committee appointed in 1943 by the War- 
time Combined Food Board. The methods are set out in that 
Committee’s first report, ‘Food Consumption Levels in the United 
States, Canada and the United Kingdom,’ November 1943. As the 
Statistics are based on total supplies moving into consumption the 
coverage is not confined to private households, but includes institu- 
tions, catering establishments and Her Majesty’s Forces in the 
United Kingdom. It also includes the produce of gardens and allot- 
ments. The food content of alcoholic beverages is not included, except 
where specified. 


The main nutrients, protein, fat and carbohydrate and the energy 
value of the diet when expressed as percentages of the pre-war intake 
(the five years 1934-38 inclusive) are shown in Table A below:

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Passenger Movement 
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The Big Rise in Air Travel Continues 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC to and from the United Kingdom continued 
to rise during the first quarter of 1960, when 1,424,000 passengers 
entered or left the country. This was only 3 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of last year (which showed a 14 per cent. 
increase), but this year Easter occurred in April instead of in March. 
The emphasis is still on air travel; there was a 22 per cent. increase 
in total passenger movement by air and 14 per cent. decrease by sea. 
Some of the decrease in travel by sea is to be discounted because 
much Easter traffic takes place by sea. 


Continental Routes 


There was little change in the overall traffic with the continent — 
probably because there was no Easter boost in this quarter. There was,

however, a noticeable switch to air travel — an increase of 23 per 
cent. against a decrease of 21 per cent. by sea. 


Irish Republic and Channel Islands 
The pattern of traffic with the Irish Republic was similar — a 
slight increase in the total movement, with a big swing to air travel. 
The Channel Islands’ figures also indicate the influence of Easter. 
This is the only route showing a decrease by air as well as by sea. 


Non-European Routes 


Again, most of the increased in and out traffic with the non-Euro- 
pean countries was by air — 31 per cent. more than in the similar 
period of 1959. 

The number of immigrants travelling by sea from Australia in the 
first three months of 1960 was 1,000 more than a year ago; from the 
British West Indies it was 2,500 more. The number of emigrants 
leaving the United Kingdom continued to decline.

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United Kingdom Trade by Air 1959 


THE YEAR 1959 showed a continued increase in the total trade by 
air of the United Kingdom. Compared with 1958, imports rose by 
£38-4 million, an increase of 39 per cent., and exports were up by 
£39-2 million, or 38 per cent. While the large size of these increases 
is partly due to the fact that the 1958 figures reflected the overall 
relatively lower level of trade prevailing in that year, nevertheless 
the increases do reveal a rapid expansion in trade by air during 1959. 
Re-exports, however, fell by £3-1 million, a decrease of 11 per cent. 
relative to 1958, although they were still above the 1957 level. Apart 
from increases in absolute terms, both imports and exports by air 
assumed a higher proportion of total trade, thus indicating the growing 
use of this form of transportation. Re-exports by air as a proportion 
of total re-exports fell only slightly compared with the larger fall in 
absolute terms. The rate of increase in total air trade accelerated in 
the second half of the year with imports 44 per cent. up and exports 
46 per cent. up on the corresponding half of last year. The following 
table compares the values of trade by air with the total trade figures. 


Exports Recover and Expand 


Table II shows details of exports by air by main commodity groups. 
As in the past, the majority of the trade was in the manufactured goods 
class, particularly of those commodities with a fairly high unit value. 
Compared with 1958, there were increases both in absolute terms 
and as a proportion of total exports, in all groups with the exception 
of scientific instruments, etc., where the figures for 1958 are not 
entirely comparable. The largest increases were in machinery other 
than electric and electric machinery and apparatus with increases of 
£17-9 million (+71 per cent.) and £5-2 million (+44 per cent.) 
respectively. These two divisions accounted for two-fifths of the 
total exports by air. 


Imports 


Details of the main commodity groups imported by air are given 
in Table III. Nearly all commodities contributed to the overall 
increase with the biggest share coming from machinery. Non-electric

Certain details of our trade by air with other countries and by main 
areas are shown in Tables V and VI. As in the past, our air trade was 
largely with Western Europe and North America. Compared with 
1958, nearly all the Western European countries showed increases 
in air trade both by value and as a proportion of total trade. Imports 

increased from the Netherlands by £3-3 million (+-60 per cent.), from 
Western Germany by £5-3 million (+51 per cent.) and from France 
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by £4°5 million (+35 per cent.). In exports there were increases of 
£2-0 million (+74 per cent.) to Switzerland, of £2-5 million (+49 
per cent.) to Italy, of £2-7 million (+40 per ‘cent.) to Western Ger- 
many and of £3-1 million (+27 per cent.) to France. The United 
States continued to remain our chief air trading partner with our 
imports rising by £4°9 million (+34 per cent.) and exports by £10-3 
million (+66 per cent.). Exports to Canada rose by £2°8 million but 
our imports fell slightly below the 1958 level.

Booster Tuning Units for United States 


Performance Equipment Co. Ltd. announced recently that they 
have received a contract for Peco exhaust booster tuning units from 
the United States, the value of which is £1,500,000. The secret of 
the invention is stated to lie in a simple gas pulse action entailing no 
moving parts and the addition of the Peco unit to any exhaust pipe 
automatically tunes the exhaust system to the engine, thus giving 
maximum power and economic fuel consumption. The firm state 
that future exports and sales in this country are already such that a 
complete new factory is being built to handle them. 


Galvanized Tiles for Kuwait 


Hugh Goldie & Sons, of Coatbridge, have received an order for 
400,000 galvanized wall tiles from Kuwait Oil, in the Persian Gulf. 


Mobile Drug Store for Trinidad 


Smith’s Delivery Vehicles Ltd., Gateshead-on-T'yne, have supplied 
a mobile drug store known as the “‘Drugette’ to the L. J. Williams 
Marketing Co., of Port of Spain, Trinidad, under the auspices of 
Bookers Manufacturing Drug Co. Ltd., of British Guiana, which 
will be used for both wholesale and retail applications. Van salesmen 
will take it to retailers who can readily inspect samples, and possibly 
even purchase small supplies direct from the van. The ‘Drugette’ is 
based on the ‘Grocerette’ but fitted with a special plastic covered 
side counter on the nearside to offer, in addition to inside service, 
also outside service through the large, sliding window. Shelves, trays 
and baskets, incorporating detachable bottle racks throughout, offer 
ample display and storage capacity. A loudspeaker system is also 
included to facilitate effective demonstrations. 


Windfinding Radar for New Zealand 


Cossor Radar & Electronics Ltd. are to supply windfinding radar 
to certain parts of New Zealand. The equipment, which is of primary 
detection and tracking design, will be used to help form a network 
of radar weather stations in the South Pacific. There are to be eight 
installations: six on the New Zealand mainland, one at Nandi (Fifi) 
Airport and one on Funafuti Island. Delivery, which will take 18 
months, will start early next year. 


Airfield Control Radar Equipment for Kenya 


The East African Directorate of Civil Aviation, through the Crown 
Agents for Oversea Governments and Administrations, have recently 
completed a contract with Cossor Radar & Electronics Ltd. for the 
supply of airfield control radar equipment. This equipment is the 
CR.787, a primary surveillance radar embodying the latest techniques 
and including a_ travelling-wave-tube microwave pre-amplifier. 
Although initially it will have single channel displays, provision will 
be made for additional displays. For use with the rapidly increasing 
volume of air traffic in and around Nairobi Airport, which was recently 
opened by the Queen Mother, delivery of this equipment will be 
completed in the autumn. 


Tunnelling in South Africa 


The Cementation Group of Companies announced on July 25 
that one of South Africa’s best known landmarks, the Twelve Apostles, 
part of the Table Mountain range, is to be tunnelled. The contract 
for this work has been awarded to the Cementation Co. (Africa) 
(Pty.) Ltd., a subsidiary of the Cementation Group whose head- 
quarters are in London, Valued at £190,000, the award of the contract 
is a major achievement, as Cementation was one of nine firms who 
cornpeted for the work. Carrying water from the Hely Hutchinson and 
Woodhead reservoirs on Table Mountain, the tunnel will supply 
the Kloof Nek filtration plant. It will be 4,300 feet long, twice the 
length of the existing Woodhead tunnel, where the present emerging 
pipeline is constantly threatened by rock falls in its exposed areas. 
The new tunnel will be 6 ft. 6 ins. high with an arched roof and 
6 ft. 6 ins. wide. The contract time will be 600 days and the drive 
should be through at Disa Gorge early in 1961. Access for vehicles 
to the tunnel works will be along a track which Cementation is now 
building up the mountain side from Camps Bay. 
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Parliament House, Accra, Ghana 


THE DECISION to make Ghana a Republic within the Common- 
wealth made it necessary to design and furnish a completely new cham- 
ber to replace the existing National Assembly. The time limit for the 
job — two and a half months. The Ghana Ministry of Works entrusted 
this big commission to Catesbys Contracts and Export Ltd., of 
London and I.D.C. Furniture and Joinery Ltd., control of design, 
manufacture and installation being in the hands of Catesbys. Now, 
in readiness for the new Republic of Ghana, the Chamber has been 
completed - a combination of British and Ghanaian craftsmanship 
and design. The layout had to give expressions to the new Republican 
Constitution, for which there were no precedents. 


A special feature of the new Chamber seen above is decoration by 
Kofi Antubam, the Ghanaian sculptor. On the face of the Clerks’ desk 
he has carved a wood panel; the desk also carries a hide panel embossed 
with Ghanaian symbols for such qualities as Order, Justice and Free- 
dom. Flanking the platform are full-size carvings by Antubam in 
Odum wood depicting the Birth of the Nation. 


The House is fitted with complete sound equipment by Tannoy 
Ltd., in conjunction with the Ghana Broadcasting Corporation. The 
installation includes hidden loudspeakers and unobtrusive microphones 
to link the members, together with special closed-circuit communica- 
tion between the Clerk and Mr. Speaker. 


Electric Drive for New Rod Mill in Australia 


An order worth about £700,000 for electrical equipment for a new 
rod mill has been obtained by the Heavy Plant Division of Associated 
Electrical Industries Ltd., from the Broken Hill Proprietary Co. Ltd., 
Australia. The mill will be driven by direct current motors ranging 
in output from 600 to 2,500 h.p. and the total power available will 
be 17,700 h.p. Mercury-arc rectifiers, rated in all at 13,000 kW., will 
supply the mill motors. Switchgear, control gear, auxiliary drives, 
and other equipment are included in the order. Most of the electric 
control equipment required will be manufactured in Australia by 
Australian Electrical Industries (Proprietary) Ltd. Responsibility 
for manufacturing the rest of the equipment will be divided between 
the Rugby and Manchester (Trafford Park) Works of A.E.I. 


Sliding Doors for Australian Railways 


Wilfrid Overton Ltd., of Walsall, have announced that they have 
been awarded the contract for the Overton double acting sliding door 
gear, for the 60 new coaches being built by the Victorian (Australia) 
State Railways. This is a repeat contract of one awarded to the 
company in 1954 and is valued at £10,000. 


Textile Machinery for Russia 


Platt Brothers have announced that they have won a £1,750,000 
order for textile machinery for Russia. The order includes a complete 
worsted spinning, plant, and delivery is to start next year. This is 
the second large Russian contract the company has obtained this 
month.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday July 26 


Factory Locations and Employment 
MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 


replied to a number of questions concerning factory locations and 
employment in various parts of the country as follows: 


Scotland 


‘I am happy to say that a number of United States firms are 

interested in the possibilities which Scotland affords, and my officials 
=: at radon dealing with active inquiries which, if they are successful, 
could produce a substantial number of new jobs; we also know of 
many United States firms who are interested in making licensing 
arrangements with Scottish firms. The hon. Member will appreciate 
that I cannot reveal the details of confidential discussions with 
individual firms.’ 

Concerning the commencement of work on the second advance 
factory in Scotland, Mr. Maudling said: ‘As the Parliamentary 
Secretary said in answer to the hon. Member for Anglesey on July 12, 
no decision has yet been reached about building further advance 
factories in Scotland. I am keeping the matter under review.’ 

The President said he could not arrange for the Industrial Estates 

t Corporation for Scotland to take over from the Admiralty 
the group of industrial buildings at Carfin, Lanarkshire, with a view 
to the letting of these buildings in whole or in part for manufacturing 
purposes. The storage depot was inspected by Scottish Industrial 
Estates Limited and it was not considered suitable for industrial 
purposes without substantial modification. 

Answering a question concerning new industries for Aberdeen, 
Mr. Maudling said: ee ae Continuing we 
efforts to attract new industry to Aberdeen, and we have intimated 

our willingness to give what help and advice we can to the North-East 
pein seamen Comanittes 1 in Scotland. 


Thorne 

“Thorne is not, in the opinion of the Board of Trade, a locality 
in which a persistently high rate of unemployment exists or is expected ; 
it is therefore not eligible for the special incentives to industry pro- 
vided by the Local Employment Act. My Department will, however, 
continue to bring the facilities offered by the area to the attention of 
suitable firms, subject to the overriding needs of the Development 
Districts.’ 


Crook (Durham) Area 

‘Industrial projects to be located in the Bishop Auckland Develop- 
ment District, which includes Crook, are eligible for the assistance 
available under the Local Employment Act, and my Department will 
continue to do all it can to encourage new industry to go there.’ 


Peterlee 


‘As I told the right hon. Member on April 28, the Board of Trade 
will continue to bring the advantages of Peterlee, including the 
industrial sites available, to the attention of firms seeking a new 
location. As Peterlee is in a Development District, the inducements 
provided by the Local Employment Act should be a further encourage- 
ment to industry to go to the locality.’ 


South-west England 

‘I presume that the hon. Member is referring to a letter dated 
July 19, sent by the South Western Council of the National Chamber 
of Trade to my Department and largely concerned with pressing 
South West England’s need for improved communications. A reply 
has been sent and the Council will, no doubt, be informing the hon. 
Member of its contents.’ 


Falmouth and Camborne 


‘Five applications for assistance under the Local Employment 
Act have been received from this area, of which one has been approved 


in principle and the remaining four are still under consideration.’ 


West Hartlepool 


‘In the area covered by the West Hartlepool/Hartlepool Develop- 
ment District, there are 10 approved new buildings and extensions 
under construction or to be started. The firms concerned estimate that 





a total of 2,500 additional jobs will result from these schemes, of which 
approximately 2,000 should accrue by the end of 1962.’ 


Wearside, Central and West Durham 

“The estimate of 3,400 new jobs in Wearside, central Durham and 
areas to the west of Durham which I gave the hon. Member on June 30 
included 1,000 in the Employment Exchange areas of Pillion, Seaham, 
Southwick, Sunderland (excluding Sunderland County Borough), 
Birtley, Chester-le-Street, Houghton-le-Spring and Washington 
Station; 400 in Durham, Haswell, Horden and Wingate; and 2,000 in 
Consett, Stanley, Bishop Auckland, Crook, Shildon and Spennymoor. 
The jobs cover a variety of industries and will arise at different times.’ 





Waste Paper Collection 

The President was asked if he was satisfied with the amount of 
waste paper being collected by local authorities for salvage; what 
was the total amount for the last 12 months; and how many local 
authorities were still outside the scheme. 

Mr. Maudling, replying, said he had not heard of any dissatisfaction 
with the amount collected. He understood that 1,223,000 tons were 
received by the paper mills in 1959. Local authorities were not 
ebliged to report on their collection of waste paper but he was aware 
that at least 750 authorities collected regularly. 


Thursday July 28 


Employment at Seaton Delaval 

The President was asked if he would consider scheduling the 
Seaton Delaval Employment Exchange area as a development district 
on the grounds of imminence and thus enable the county council plan 
for an industrial estate to proceed more _ effectively. 

Mr. Maudling said in reply that a high rate of unemployment did 
not at present exist in Seaton Delaval, nor on present information 
did he expect it within such a period that it would be appropriate to 
list the areas as a Development District. But he was watching the 
position closely. 

Asked what positive steps his department had taken recently to bring 
to the attention of expanding industries in Great Britain the desir- 
ability of setting up factories in Northern Ireland, Mr. Maudling 
said: “he Board of Trade are continuing to take every opportunity 
open to them, in their contacts with expanding firms, to emphasize 
the advantages offered by Northern Ireland. My Department keeps in 
constant touch with the Government of Northern Ireland, who, in 
addition, have their own machinery for seeing that such firms are fully 
aware of the opportunities which Northern Ireland affords.’ 


Solus Petrol Sites 

The President was asked if he now proposed to submit further 
references to the Monopolies Commission. In reply Mr. Maudling 
said that he proposed to refer to the Monopolies Commission for 
investigation and report the question of the solus sites system of retail 
sale of petrol in the United Kingdom. 


Northern Ireland 

The President was asked what action his department was taking to 
assist and encourage industry in Northern Ireland to expand its 
exports along with industry in the rest of the United Kingdom. 

Mr. Maudling replied that all the Government’s services w ~. 
available to exporters in Northern Ireland as elsewhere. The Ministry 
of Commerce of the Northern Ireland Government worked closely 
with the Board of Trade in rendering services to exporters and already 
handles a large volume of inquiries from Northern Irish exporters. 
It would be happy to handle more. 


Motor Cars Bought by Officials 

Asked whether he was aware that the conditions laid down by him 
that civil servants must purchase their cars in the United Kingdom 
before proceeding overseas to colonial territories, if they were to 
qualify for exemption of tax and transportation fee, resulted in depriv- 
ing the representatives of English firms in the colonies concerned of 
their commission; and what was the reason for this condition. Mr. 
Maudling said that his Department laid down no such conditions. 
There were arrangements under which freight and import duty could 
be reclaimed by Trade Commissioners and Assistant Trade Com- 
missioners. But this applied equally to cars bought abroad if those 
elements could be satisfactorily distinguished. 
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Sales in the Hosiery Industry in June 


MANUFACTURERS’ sales of all knitted goods and fabrics (including 
warp-knitted fabric) in June were at a rate 10 per cent. more than in 
June last year. The index numbers given below are of the value of 
sales adjusted for the length of the working month but not for non- 
statutory holidays or other seasonal factors. 


Details of hosiery sales for the three months February-April are 
now available. The total value of sales during this quarter was 15fper 
cent. more than a year earlier, all sections of the industry sharing the 
increase. The value of sales of women’s seamless stockings was 28 per 
cent. more. While the value of sales of fully-fashioned stockings was 
3 per cent. less the number of pairs sold by manufacturers during 
the three months was 2 per cent. more than in the same months of 
1959. Sales of warp knitted fabric were 35 per cent. more.

This will include an official United Kingdom Government exhibit as 
well as national exhibits by a number of British Commonwealth 
and foreign countries. 


The 1960 Sydney Engineering Exhibition was the fourth of the 
series; and was combined with the Second Mechanical Engineering 
Symposium, sponsored by the N.S.W. Division of the Mechanical 
Engineers’ Association (A/sia) Inc. It was accommodated in four 
permanent pavilions - Commemorative, Manufacturers, Hordern and 
Arts and Crafts — all adjacent to each other. Collectively they had a 
display area of 150,000 square feet. In addition there were outside dis- 
plays of heavy equipment. The Lecture Theatre in the Showground 
provided the meeting place for the Symposium. Throughout the 
week a series of eight addresses were delivered by the N.S.W. 
Minister for Labour and Industry, leading scientists and industrialists. 
Lecture Subjects 

The Symposium was designed to underline ‘Australia’s ever 
increasing mechanical engineering scope and its drive for knowledge’. 
The subjects set down for discussion were ‘Australia’s Industrial 
Revolution’; ‘Guided Missiles’; ‘Machining and Machine Ability’; 
‘Industrial Lubricants’; ‘Standards and their Importance in Science 
and Engineering’; “Trends in the Development and Control of 
Power Stations in New South Wales’; “The Contribution of Mechani- 
cal Engineering’ and ‘Industrial Relations’. 

The well attended official opening of the exhibition was performed 
by His Excellency the Governor of New South Wales, Lieutenant 
General Sir Eric Woodward, The speeches of the Governor and of 
the State Minister for ‘Labour and Industry (Hon. J. J. Maloney) 
drew attention to the excellence of the exhibits, very largely of 
Australian manufacture; to the rapid strides made by secondary 
industry in the Commonwealth during the last fifteen years; and to 
the present need to do more export business with those territories 
geographically close to the local doorstep. Looking back over the 
years there was no understatement in this accenting of industrial 
growth. Nevertheless, there was incidental reference to the nation 
‘still riding on the sheep’s back’. 

The exhibition has grown in status over the years. It is supported 
by over two hundred firms (300 separate displays) and was obviously 
welcomed by the trade. The dressing of the stands, many with 
. working models, was attractive; there was room to move around; and 
there was nothing tawdry to suggest hurried or last minute planning. 
This, indeed, is standard practice in relation to all Exhibitions held 
at the Sydney Showground. The Showground itself offered canteen 
facilities so that visitors could spend all day (11 a.m. to 10 p.m.) at 
the exhibition. 

It was, first and foremost, a shop window for the showing of the 
products of the local engineering industries. The public was invited 
to ‘see the combined industrial achievements of the past two years’. 
The New South Wales of 1960 is, of course, highly industrialized; its 
metal trades, spread over a very wide field, are of considerable impor- 
tance to the economy of the State. As supplementing local skills, 
there is now very much that is manufactured here under licence by 
arrangement with United Kingdom and other overseas firms. Con- 
vincing ‘proof of this was seen at the exhibition. 

For the visitor there was plenty to see at the showground. Easings 
in import restrictions have fortunately opened the door for the rather 
wider showing of imported goods. Taking a quick look round the 
various pavilions making up the exhibition, the scene could best be 
described as one of animation without the excessive crowding 
invariably met with at the family shows held throughout the year on 
the same site. 

In this short article, limitations of space obviously do not permit 
of any full cataloguing of the exhibits. These, ranged down the 


alphabet from abrasives and air compressors to time control equipment 
and weighing and testing machines. The complimentary official 
directory listing exhibitors and exhibits, readilv led the visitor to lus 
special interests. Local manufacturers, on their home ground, were 
naturally very much to the forefront. Nevertheless, in the context 
of overseas goods on display, the United Kingdom, as will be noted 
below, was well represented and certainly led the field. 


The claim was made that over sixty four industrial groupings were 
represented. These included transportation, earth moving and 
materials handling, gases and carriage of chemicals, safety precautions 
in industry (all State Governments are keenly interested therein), 
machine tools, electronics, power units, construction and prefabrica- 
tion. Transportation took in road, rail, sea and air. There were 
examples of methods of carriage for hot metals, liquids, concrete etc. 
and the latest types of public transport (buses and railway carriages). 
Light aircraft had not been forgotten; in a country of big open 
spaces their economy-in-time appeal to station owners is becoming 
more widely recognized. 

With a heavy programme of public and civil works in prospect, the 
showing of the latest in earth-moving equipment was of importance 
to the constructional industries. The exhibits included a 35 ton 
earth-mover and various types of cranes. Much outdoor space was 
used for these displays. Under conditions of a high basic wage and 
limited man power, there was particular local interest in mechanical 
handling. It was represented, inter alia, by gravity conveyor rollers 
and automatic packaging equipment. The chemical section featured 
industrial gases, these today being important ‘tools of trade’ in many 
engineering applications. Chemical treatment of metals to prevent 
corrosion was also demonstrated. 


In a highly industrialized community, safety precautions and 
protection against injury are obviously of much importance; they 
are indeed vigorously supported by the State Government. Examples 
included in the exhibition were fire precautions, protective guards 
and clothing. There were also electronic eyes, safety flooring and 
films on safety. 

The machine tools to be seen included lathes, drills, saws, presses 
and milling machines. The exhibition did not, however, feature 
machine tools in all their types and applications as these require (and 
are given at intervals in Sydney) a separate exhibition. 

Interest was displayed in demonstrations of closed circuit television. 
In its relation to local industry this would obviously seem to have the 
potential for future development. The field of electronics was repre- 
sented in applications to automation and remote control. Switch gear 
for all purposes and electrical equipment were also on display. 
Industrial power was featured in exhibits of prime movers (diesel, 
electric and petrol) for marine, automotive, aircraft and railway 
propulsion. Air compressors, generators and boilers were also to be 
seen. Construction and prefabrication was covered in displays of 
various materials. These included curtain walling, office partitioning, 
facade treatments, flooring, storage fixtures, heating and cooking 
systems. In addition, there was a section devoted to the Inventors’ 
Association of Australia who displayed and demonstrated engineering 
inventions of all kinds. This innovation had a particular attraction for 
the younger (adolescent and schoolboy) visitors. 


United Kingdom Display 

In attempting to detail the range of United Kingdom goods on 
show at the exhibition, allowance must be made for the fact that 
products bearing well-known United Kingdom names may now be 
partly or indeed wholly manufactured under licence in Australia. It 
would be invidious to mention United Kingdom products by name 
since there were very few if any stands with shelves exclusively 
given over to the showing of United Kingdom goods. Nevertheless, 
it was satisfactory on inspection to be able to state that many of the 
300 or so displays offered at least some evidence of United Kingdom 
labelling. These included: Marine diesel engines; industrial diesel 
engines; petrol engines; drag line excavator; structural steel; valve

refacers; battery electric trucks; precision roller conveyor chains and 
flexible couplings; model of the Hunterston Atomic Energy Power 
Station; oil and fuel additive, cutting oils, testing and tuning instru- 
ments; chain conveyors; inter-office telephone systems; technical and 
educational books; photographic methods and apparatus including 
microfilming machines and readers serving the engineering industries; 
vibratory equipment; time recorders; twist drills, point grinding and 
pinning machines; taps and dies; oxygen cutting equipment; a large 
model of the new Orient Liner ‘Oriana’; fire tender; fork lift and 
pallet trucks; haulage tractor; lathes, grinders and cutters; bench 
and band saws; mechanical lubrication equipment; filters; nylon 
tubing; oil firing system for brick kilns; rear dumpers and dump 
wagon; air tube systems; weighing, counting and balancing machines; 
shop and postal scales; hardness testing machine; industrial sewing 
and cutting etc. machines; motor cycles; link chain pull lift and chain 
blocks; applications of nickel alloys; electric motors and control gear; 
portable blowers; electric tools; hydraulic trencher; small tools; 
electric duplicators; accessories for slotted angle construction; high 
ete tool bits; electric hoists; electrical and fuel equipment for 
vehicles. 


On a casual tour of the exhibition, the visitor might have looked 
upon the scene as almost wholly Australian in content, this would 
certainly be a wrong conclusion. It would, however, be much nearer 
the truth in relation to other overseas products. 


As the exhibition demonstrated, industrial expansion, particularly 
in the metal trades, has been a striking feature of the post-war years 
in New South Wales. It had its initial upsurge in the war years of 
1939-45 when what could not be made in Australia was mostly only 
obtainable if essential to the war effort. The main objective of the 
biennial Sydney Engineering Exhibition was to focus attention on 
current local and overseas progress in design and efficiency of product 
as related to the needs of manufacturing industry. The exhibition, and 
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the Symposium which provided opportunity for the reading of 
technical papers and discussion, together held considerable interest 
for industrialists. 

Sydney people — there are now over two million of them — seem to 
have a genuine liking for exhibitions, of which there are a number - 
Royal Easter Show, Homes, Furniture, Motor etc, — throughout the 
year. In local eyes they are opportunity shops worth looking in for 
products and stylings new to the market. 

Of the Engineering Exhibition, it may be said that it appealed to 
many thousands of visitors, all with varying but genuine interest in 
the highways and by-ways of the metal and engineering trades. It was 
a serious and well conducted promotion; was widely advertised in 
the local press, on radio and on television; and could be recommended 
to United Kingdom firms anxious to show their latest wares at an 
important industrial fair in Sydney. The urge and incentive towards 
further expansion in local manufacture is the industrial slogan of the 
moment. In two years’ time, therefore, it may be expected that the 
Sydney Engineering Exhibition will offer its visitors further examples 
of local achievement and progress. 

Whilst Trade Press and related forms of advertising and publicity 
cannot afford to be neglected, it would appear that the complementary 
biennial Sydney Engineering Exhibition well serves the cause of 
ee in bringing together both technical experts and potential 

uyers. 

Summarizing views expressed by exhibitors during the exhibition, 
very few, if any, were prepared to admit that participation was not 
worth the effort involved. Indeed, most of them were very strongly 
of opinion that, whatever the cost, they could not afford — with 
previous experience as a guide — to miss out since it brought them 
many valuable contacts and inquiries. One exhibitor went so far as 
to assess the value of the exhibition as the ‘putting on of an extra 
man and a half for a whole year’.

Excise Duties on Motor Vehicles Modified 


UNDER G.S.R. 754 of June 30, 1960, the Government of India 
exempts every motor vehicle liable to duty under Item 27 (1) from 
so much of the excise duty as is in excess of Rs. 100 provided that 
the cubic capacity of the engine does not exceed 75 c.c. 

G.S.R. 755 of the same date exempts petrol-driven vehicles of 
gross vehicle weight not exceeding 4,500 kilograms and every motor 
vehicle of gross vehicle weight exceeding 4,500 kilograms but not 
exceeding 9,100 kilograms, from so much of the excise duty as is in 
excess of Rs. 1,250 and Rs. 2,400 respectively. 


Explanation —- Gross vehicle weight shall mean the total weight 
of the chassis, cab, body and pay load including water, fuel, oil, tyres, 
pickup box and a driver. 


Under G.S.R. 756 of the same date and in supersession of G.S.R. 
250 dated March 1, 1960, every motor vehicle commonly known as 
trailer is exempt from so much of the excise duty as is in excess of 
5 per cent. ad valorem. 


G.S.R. 753 of the same date fixes the following tariff values for 
motor vehicles (excluding tractors and trailers) liable to duty under 
Item 27 (4).

Implementation of New Commercial Agency Law 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 4, 
1960 (page 509), describing the new commercial agency law in Iraq 
(the object of which is to restrict the holding of commercial agencies 
to Iraqi nationals or Iraqi companies in which more than 50 per cent. 
of the capital is owned by Iraqis) and stating that before the law was 
put into operation, commercial firms in Iraq would be asked to 
submit a return of their agencies to the Iraqi Director-General of 
Registration and Control of Companies. 

The British Embassy at Baghdad have been informed that a notice 
will be published soon in the Iraqi Official Gazette by the Director- 
General of Registration and Control of Companies calling for the 
submission of these returns within a period probably of one month 
from the date of publication. The particulars required will be as 
follows: 

. Name of the agent. 

. Nationality of the agent. 

. Address of the agent in Iraq. 

. Nature of the agency (i.e. whether a commission agency, 
transport agency, commercial representation, etc). 

. Subject of the agency (i.e. the nature of the commodities dealt 
with).

. Area covered by the agency. 

. Annual value of the agency (i.e. the gross turnover for the 
previous year). 

9. Name of the principal. 

10. Nationality of the principal.

Visits by United Kingdom Businessmen to U.S. 
Establishments Engaged on ‘Classified’ Work 


THE TERM classified’ is applied by the United States authorities to 
contracts, work, material, or the like which they have designated 
as ‘confidential,’ ‘secret’ or ‘top secret’ for security purposes. ‘Un- 
classified’ contracts, etc., are those to which no security grading has 
been given, and there should be no difficulty about visits to plants 
wholly engaged on this type of work. Plants engaged on ‘classified’ 
work may also be doing ‘unclassified’ work as well, and different 
considerations apply depending on whether a visitor wishes to see 
or discuss one or the other of these two kinds of work. 


A. Visits to See or Discuss ‘Unclassified’ Material 


(t) In establishments owned or wholly controlled by the United States 
Government 


Visits to see or discuss ‘unclassified’ material at establishments 
operated by or on behalf of United States Government Departments 
can only be made with the agreement of the Departments concerned. 
United Kingdom businessmen who wish to make such visits should 
get in touch with the United States Section, Commercial Relations 
and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, 
London, S.W.1 (Telephone: Trafalgar 8855, Ext. 2708) (quoting 
Reference No. C.R.E. 4021/58), who will ask the British Embassy in 
Washington to apply to the appropriate United States Department 
for permission for the intending visitor to enter the establishment 
concerned. To do this the Board ot Trade requires the following 
information: 


(a) The name and address of the United States establishment. 
(b) The name of the person to be seen. 

(c) The subject which the visitor wishes to discuss. 

(d) The proposed date of the visit. 

(e) Passport number. 

(f) Date of birth. 

(g) Place of birth. 


As the formalities in the United States may take some time to 
complete, it is essential that the Board of Trade should be given at 
least six weeks notice of visits. For applications made towards the 
end of the year at least nine weeks should be allowed as the United 
States authorities are unable to deal with applications during the 
Christmas leave period. 


In practice all that the United Kingdom businessman receives 
from the United States Government Department in these cases is 
permission to enter a specified plant at a specified time, for a specified 


purpose. 
(it) In commercial establishments 


The following note is taken from page 7 of United States Depart- 
ment of Defence booklet entitled ‘Questions and Answers on Safe- 
guarding Classified Information,’ dated October 1954: 


‘Individuals who enter a plant in the course of normal com- 
mercial practice and do not have access to classified information 
do not fall within the purview of security regulations. The plant 
management may admit or refuse to admit them as it wishes.’ 


Official permission for visits of this sort is not therefore required, 
and the intending visitor should make his own arrangements with 
the management of any plant to which he wishes to go. If the manage- 
ment raise any objection to the visit on security grounds, it is open 
to the visitor to draw their attention to the above note. 


B. Visits to See or Discuss ‘Classified’ Material 


Visits for this purpose, whether to Government or privately owned 
establishments, are subject to the requirements of United States 
security regulations. There is no way in which Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment can assist United Kingdom businessmen who wish to make 
such visits except where there is a defence interest which Her Majesty’s 
Government supports. Our understanding is that the American 
authorities will not allow foreign commercial visitors access to 
classified material. In order to minimize the impediment to our export 
trade which these security regulations can cause, we have discussed 
at length with the United States authorities the possibility of some 
procedure acceptable to them under which Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment could provide ‘security clearance’ for private businessmen, but 
have been unable to obtain their agreement to this. 
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Representatives of United Kingdom firms who visit the United 
States to secure or impart technical information about defence projects 
must be fully sponsored by one of the United Kingdom Defence 
Ministries and it is only this kind of visitor who is allowed by the 
American Authorities to have access to classified information.

It will have a capital of Pesos 6 
million. Its functions, inter alia, are to supervize exports from Cuba of 
scarce and non-renewable resources; to effect exports and imports in 
accordance with the best interests of the country; to supervize the 
and standards that will govern and improve the quality 


convenience; to promote, assure and develop Cuban foreign trade, 
consolidating existing and opening new markets for Cuban products 
directly or through third parties, and acquiring or facilitating the 
acquisition of such foreign products as are deemed necessary or con- 
venient for the supply and expansion of the national economy. 


In order to fulfil its objectives BANCEC may, amongst other things, 
buy in Cuba and sell abroad all kinds of national agricultural, in- 
dustrial or mining products, entering into barter deals when con- 
venient; finance and make loans to national concerns or organizations 
that produce for export or would export their surplus production; 
buy all kinds of products abroad and sell them in Cuba either directly, 
or through its own agencies or through commission agents which it 
may appoint; create affliated companies abroad as well as participate 
in the capital of other concerns engaged, in Cuba or abroad, in the 
import trade when so recommended by the Cuban Government, and 
participate in the export or manufacturing of Cuban products or in 
the shipping of goods intended for the national market. It may also 
engage in a wide range of banking and financial activities compatible 
with its objectives and functions. 

BANCEC does not have to obtain import licences from the 
Currency Stabilization Fund.
